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Abstract: This paper deals with the 20 species of Syntypistis Turner found in China, including one new species, Syntypistis 


melana Wu et Fang: sp. nov.» and two new records for China» Syntypistis hercules CSchintlmeisters 1997) comb. nov. and 


Syntypistis defector CSchintlmeister: 1997) comb. nov. The male genitalia of the new species and the newly recorded species are 


illustrated. A key to the Chinese species is provided. 
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The genus Syntypistis Turner comprises about 60 
species in the world. Its distributional range includes 
Japan; Korea; China; Pakistan, India, Nepal, Viet- 
nam» Thailand; Myanmar, Philippines; Malaysia, In- 
donesia and Australia. 

Cai (1979) described the 4 known species in Chi- 
na. Schintlmeister (1989, 1992) reported the 11 Chi- 
nese species. Yang (1995) described 2 new species 
from Zhejiang. Schintlmeister et Fang (20012 pub- 
lished 2 new species from China. In this paper: we rec- 
ognize 20 Chinese species including one new species. 

The type specimens are deposited in the Institute 
of Zoology; Chinese Academy of Sciences, Beijing;

Female genitalia with antrum; corpus bursae lon- 
gitudinally with 2 — 3 rows of minute denticles, which 
range into an incomplete hoop. 

This genus is similar to Stauropus: but differs 
from the latter in the longer palpus and the forewing 
without areole.
